The application has been amended as follows: 

• In claim 46, line 3, replace "0.002" with " -0.002 " 

This corrects a minor error in the algebraic sign. It is noted that a refractive index 
depression according to applicant's definition requires a negative refractive index difference. 
See also p. 10 Ins. 17-23 of the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 35-48 are allowed. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an optical fiber 
which meets simultaneously all the limitations of independent claims 35, 47, or 48. The 
examiner has cited US 2004/0022509, US 2003/0174988, US 6633714, and US 6434310 on the 
attached PTO-892 since these references disclose closely related subject matter. Some of the 
exemplary fibers in these references have properties which lie within the ranges specified by the 
present claims. However, none of the references qualifies as prior art against the effective filing 
date of this application. US 6751389 is also cited on the PTO-892 form since it is the patent 
which issued on the parent application.
